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The Acted Gospel

The Gospel is not a matter of. words, merely. It must be acted. Indeed, 
our preaching is not of the Gospel unless the Act upon which it is based, 
and the action which is evokes in its believers, are kept constantly to the 
front. By the action on which the Gospel is based we mean the Word 
become flesh. Even God could not impart the Gospel in bare words—He had 
to act it out before our eyes. By the actions which the Gospel evokes in 
believers we mean that the word of the Gospel requires interpretation by 
conduct befitting the Gospel. St. Paul said that this conduct was his most 
important Epistle, greater than Romans or First Corinthians, including the 
thirteenth chapter. “Ye are our epistle, known and read of all men.” 
Worship is an act. The highest cannot be spoken because words will not 
convey it. 

Our worship, in addition to preaching, calls for ceremony, for liturgy. 
These are the celebration of the Gospel. The fucharist and Holy Baptism are 
the Gospel in action. How much more meaningful is Holy Baptism than 
merely to say to a person “You are now a member of the Church!” How 
much more meaningful is the Eucharist than merely to say that Christ died 
for us! In a sacrament we not only hear something that is said and assent 
to it, we actually enter into it, we participate in the saving action of Christ. 
We are buried with Him and with Him we rise. We fill the cup of His 
sacrifice. The sacraments are not optional or incidental. Without them 
Christianity could not survive. They are the acted Gospel. 

To this all true Anglicans would assent. But we must go further. ‘Christ 
will not stay in the Tabernacle to be adored by those who do not serve Him 
in the streets and in the fields!” said Bishop Frank Weston. As Churchmen . 
confront a world in which the choice is “Christ or Chaos” we would do 
well to observe the acted Gospel—especially when we write our pledge to 
the Diocesan Working Fund and Missions. 
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Diocese Purchases New 


Conference Center 


Consummating a which has 
been held by our Bishop and his ad- 
visors for years, the Diocese has taken 
steps to purchase a Church Confer- 
ence and Retreat Center which is 
almost out of this world so far as 
its possibilities are concerned. It is an 
area of 65 acres and is located five 
miles southwest of Healdsburg, So- 
noma County, and 70 miles north of 
San Francisco. The land rises grad- 
ually from an elevation of 150 feet 
along the eastern boundary of the 
Russian River to 1,150 feet with a 
magnificent view from the main 
ranch house across the beautiful 
Sonoma Valley towards Mt. St. Hel- 
ena to the east. It is a portion of 
Rancho Sotoyome, one of the finest 
of the original Spanish grants. 

The main ranch house, a two-story 
California ranch type of brick with 
tile roof, is in a setting of acacia, 
oleander and other flowering shrubs, 
eucalyptus, willow, locust, walnut, 
olive, fir and many other trees and 
flowers of all kinds and contains 20 
rooms and 6 baths. A lovely gallery 
runs along the southwestern end over 
which is a covered porch overlooking 
a beautiful close-cropped grass patio. 
To the east is a flagged terrace over- 
looking the lawn which slopes gradu- 
ally down to the swimming pool with 
a lovely wisteria and grape-vine cov- 
ered arbor walkway with rose gar- 


dens and cutting gardens on either 
side. The first floor consists of pow- 
der room, living room 18 feet x 39 
feet, with large open fireplace and 
view windows, study, dining room, 
breakfast room, kitchen, numerous 
pantries and closets, laundry, cold 
storage room with hanging box, 
maids’ dining room, 2 maids’ rooms 
and bath. There is a beautiful wind- 
ing stairway to the second floor where 
ate master's bedroom with dressing 
room and bath with tub and stall 
shower, 6 bedrooms and 3 baths, 3 
maids’ rooms and bath, pantry with 
electric stove and icebox, linen and 
service closets and large flagged sun 
deck. Basement contains oil heater, 
separate unit oil and electric hot 
water heater, 2 large iceboxes or 
hanging boxes, water softener plant 
and storage room. 

There are three long houses, a 
caretaker’s lodge, a cabin and a 
swimming pool 30 feet x 50 feet with 
two attractive cabanas. The land is 
well supplied with water. Average 
annual rainfall, 40 inches. There is 
an exceptionally fine water system 
with two separate pumping plants 
supplying ample water for irrigation 
and domestic and ranch use. 

The plan calls for the develop- 
ment of the property as a spiritual 
center for the diocese. It will be used

“Go Ye Into All the World” 


Replacing Blasted Bridges 


Epitor’s Note: This is a feature story 
adapted from a letter written by an anony- 
mous German church representative. 

It will soon be three years ago 
that the name Remagen, a little town 
on the Rhine, was flashed across 
America. U. S. troops had crossed 
the bridge at the town and were in 
the interior of Germany. 

“Remagen!” It was an exciting 
word, a word of hope in America and 
to many in Germany. Millions of 
people felt that the crossing presaged 
the end of the war—as later events 
proved. Meanwhile the German air 
force destroyed the bridge—but the 
important thing was that it had been 
crossed. 

Today, part of the town of Rema- 
gen still stands, though some of its 
homes, churches, schools, stores lie in 
tuins. But its people are in a des- 
perate state. Remagen now lies in 
the northern part of the French zone. 
It is cut off by the zonal boundary 
from the city of Bonn—a few miles 
north in the British area which was 
always its trading and cultural center. 
It is cut off from the other side of 
the Rhine, because the bridge is gone. 
There is very little agriculture in the 
surrounding region, and its people 


plead for bread and soup and other 
basic essentials of life. 

An aged pastor in the town, who 
has served his people for many years 
and who welcomed the liberation 
forces, recently based his sermon on 
the story of Jesus feeding the multi- 
tude. He told his congregation that 
Christian men will share their bread 
today with their hungry brothers. The 
miracle of the loaves can happen 
again, he said, for there are many 
friends in other lands who will surely 
send help for their suffering Brethren 
in Germany. 

He spoke the truth, as the record 
of the American churches will testify. 
The amount of food for the hungry 
and clothing for the ill-clad sent 
through Church World Service, the 
U. §S. denominations’ cooperative 
overseas agency, climbs into the mil- 
lions of pounds. This amount cannot 
begin to reach every needy person, 
either in Germany of the other 30 
countries in which CWS operates. 
But it is working a miracle that is 
Christian-inspired and administered. 
It is a miracle not only of bread, but 
of spirit, for the churches are being 
strengthened with financial help 
from America’s churches. This money 
is raised in such cooperative projects 
as the annual Thanksgiving appeal 
of the U. S. denominations. 
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The Remagen bridge opened the 
way for the liberation of Germany 
and two continents from Nazism. 
That bridge is gone. But a larger, 
more essential bridge —a symbolic 
one—is being built even now, a 
bridge of goodwill reaching all the 
way from the United States to Re- 
magen and Budapest and Bangkok 
and Takhing, China. It is a bridge 
across which life-saving gifts of love 
and sacrifice are going to people who 
need to be liberated from hunger and 
helplessness of hunger, people who 
are seeking liberation from the hope- 
lessness of chaos and broken institu- 
tions. 

This liberation is the only alterna- 
tive to thriving seed-bed or the return 
of totalitarianism and the nihilistic 
way of life. 


An Appeal to Youth 


Honolulu, T. H.—In an open let- 
ter from the Rt. Rev. Harry S. Ken- 
nedy, Bishop of Honolulu, to “The 
Young People of the Episcopal 
Church,” the Bishop sends an ‘Aloha 
from Hawaii . . . and that means 
every good wish from the young peo- 
ple of the Episcopal Church in the 
Hawaiian Islands.” 

Continuing, the Bishop says, “We 
feel that a very close bond will exist 
between the young people of the 
mainland and the young people of 
Hawaii this year and for the years to 
come, for you are helping us with a 
project that means more to us than 
you will. ever know. We have been 
striving for years to have a Youth 
Center and Conference grounds 
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where we could have a gathering 
place for the young people of many 
races in Hawaii: Hawaiian, Japanese, 
Chinese, Korean, Haole (white), 
Portuguese, Filipino. We work to- 
gether, play together, worship to- 
gether. This Youth Center that you 
are going to help us acquire will be 
the instrument through which we 
may be led to even closer fellowship 
and greater spiritual guidance. 

“The Bishop has been able to 2c- 
quire some property for our Youth 
Center. We have already had a con- 
ference there where over 200 of the 
young people on the Island of Oahu 
met for a Holy Communion Service, 
a conference and a time of fellow- 
ship. It is on Mokuleia Beach, with 
the ocean on one side and the moun- 
tains at the back. It is two and a half 
acres, and has five buildings on the 
property, a main lodge and four 
other buildings. We hope to provide 
facilities for over 200 young people 
to stay for overnight conferences. We 
will be able to do all of this because 
you have indicated your willingness 
to help us. We love every inch of our 
property. 

“The young people of our Islands 
are taking as their task the equipment 
of the Center. We are going to have 
to work hard to do this, but when we 
realize how much help we are get- 
ting from our brothers and sisters 
across the sea, we feel more zealous 
in our determination to make it just 
what you would wish it to be for us. 
We have made a little Chapel in one 
of the buildings. We have held some 
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services for small groups, and it is 
really an inspiring experience. Our 
dossal is a lauhala mat (one of the 
important industries of the native 
Hawaiians is lauhala weaving) and 
our floor is covered with-a lauhala 
rug. 
“It would be difficult to tell you 
how much it means to us to have the 
young people all through the Church 
join in helping us acquire this Youth 
Center. We know that it could never 
be possible without your united effort, 
and our expression of gratitude would 
never be adequate. The spirit of 
friendship that is behind this effort 
is something we shall never forget. 

“Our affectionate greetings are ex- 
tended to you, and we pray that God 
may bless you in all your undertak- 
ings.” 

The Youth Center of which Bishop 
Kennedy wrote was the objective of 
the Youth Offering which was re- 
ceived all through the Church on 
Youth Sunday, October 19. Has your 
group done its part? 


Bad News in Essen 


With the Thanksgiving festive 
board only a matter of days away, 
people in the cities and small towns 
of America will soon be shopping for 
turkeys and cranberries and good 
things for their tables. On the way 
to the store, if they passed the town 
hall or county seat they would be un- 
believing if they saw the following 
announcement ; the Citizens of Essen, 
Germany, knew all too well its truth: 

‘From the municipal Council of 
Essen to the population— 


“For several months the municipal 
council of Essen has realized that a 
food crisis is threatening and has 
been doing its best to prevent it. At 
present the food situation is particu- 
larly bad and gives cause for the 
worst fears. The number of sick and 
cases of tuberculosis increases un- 
checked. 

“The rations of the average person 
in Essen during this week contained 
as few as 741 calories. The calories 
will probably not be any higher dur- 
ing the coming week. 

“Because of the small quantity of 
grain and meal available, it is im- 
possible to allow more than 1500 
grams of bread per person in the 
coming week. 

“The meat coupons validated for 
the current week cannot be fully hon- 
ored at the moment, as the necessary 
supplies of meat have not arrived. 

“The quantities of potatoes arriv- 
ing from surplus areas are not even 
sufficient to supply the canteens run 
for miners. It is for the present not 
even possible to supply the 1,000 
grammes of meal which the district 
food office has promised as a replace- 
ment for the potatoes. 

“The supplies of fresh vegetables 
and fish are entirely insufficient. 

“The Municipal Council of Essen 
is not able to alter this state of affairs, 
but it feels that it is its duty to com- 
municate the position to the citizens 
of the town.” 

It was signed by a Dr. Heinemann, 
the Lord Mayor, who is also a mem- 
ber of the executive council of the 
Evangelical Church of Germany. 
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THE Rev. JOHN HUEss, now rector 
of St. Matthew’s Church, Evanston, 
Ill., will, on November 1, become 
head of a reorganized and enlarged 
Department of Christian Education at 
national headquarters of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, in New York 
City. 


Church Expands 
Education Program 


Believing that one reason for juve- 
nile delinquency and other ills that 
beset America today is the failure of 
the Church to train its children in 
‘Christian principles and Christian liv- 
ing, the Episcopal Church is arrang- 
ing to enlarge the scope and increase 
the effectiveness of its educational 
program. The former Division of 
Christian Education is enlarged into a 
Department of Christian Education, 
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with Divisions for children, youth 
and adults. Director of the Depart- 
ment will be the Rev. John Heuss, at 
present rector of St. Matthew's 
Church, Evanston, Ill., who will take 
up his new work in New York this 
month. Mr. Heuss has been a member 
of the Episcopal National Council 
since 1943. He has also been chaplain 
of Episcopal Church students at 
Northwestern University, and has 
served on various Chicago diocesan 
and community boards. He is a grad- 
uate of St. Stephen’s (now Bard) Col- 
lege, Annandale, N. Y., and later 
studied at the universities of Cologne, 
Frankfort and Berlin. He was born in 
Hastings, N. Y., in 1908. 


Bishop Sherrill Appeals 
For Radio Hour 


New York, N. Y. — Presiding 
Bishop Sherrill is hopeful that the 
Churchwide Every Member Canvass 
this year will make it possible for 
the Department of Promotion to pro- 
ceed with its plans for a National 
Episcopal Hour and other means of 
reaching the lapsed Church members 
and the unchurched. 


In a memorandum to Robert D. 
Jordan, Director of Promotion, 
Bishop Sherrill said: 


“This letter is to tell you, on the. 


eve of the Every Member Canvass, 
how greatly I am hoping that the 
Church will give the National Coun- 
cil the funds to make possible a Na- 
tional Radio Hour. 


“With the resources in hand we 
can then secure the best possible ex- 
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pert advice and can, I believe, present 
a message over the air which will be 
a unifying force in our own Church 
as we have a membership so widely 
scattered and with many communi- 
cants in rural areas far from a Church 
building. Furthermore, such a pro- 
gram will reach many of that great 
number connected with no Church. 

“I believe that we have a message 
to give to America, that this can and 
will be well done, that the radio 
offers us a remarkable means of 
communication. I hope that we may 
be given the resources to make this 
possible.” 


Bishop Block Hears 
From James Trotter 


“Fr. Abbitt returned yesterday from 
a trip to Manila and brought with him 
the Communion set. I am thrilled with 
it. Thank you and the Diocesan Coun- 
cil for it. I shall always treasure it. 

“I know you will be interested to 
learn that the Communion set will 
have a wider use than merely for sick 
Communions. There are two mission 
stations under my care that are reached 
by trails that are so rough, that what- 
ever church equipment I can take with 
me must be carried on my back. One 
place is Sefaran which is a three-hour 
journey from here. I am holding ser- 
vices and giving instruction in a large 
bamboo house. The house is owned by 
the pagan chieftain of the area, but he 
is very kindly disposed toward us and 
is most willing that his children, 
grandchildren and a host of other rela- 


tives become Christian. The other 
station where I shall regularly use the 
set for public services is Nalkan, a 
Tiruray community on the seacoast, 
eight hours by horseback from here. 
The next time that I celebrate the 
Holy Eucharist at both of these places, 
I shall tell them of the gift that their 
fellow members in the family of Our 
Lord gave for our use in the Sacred 
Meal of our fellowship one with an- 
other. 


“The response of the people here 
continues to be most gratifying. Last 
night we had seventy-four people out 
for choir practice (congregational 
choir practice) in spite of a torrential 
downpour. In this area there is enough 
demand for our services to keep six 
or seven priests busy. One of the 
heartaches of the mission field is that 
there are never enough people to do 
the work. We did have four priests 
here, but last month Bishop Binsted 
had to transfer Fr. Jacobs to Bontoc as 
they had only one priest there. One 
hopeful factor is the willingness of 
our Filipino young men to offer them- 
selves for the ministry. In September 
we shall be sending three of our boys 
from here to seminary. Each of these 
boys is married and has children and 
yet they are willing to be gone from 
their families for a year at a time that 
they may study. 

“Please convey my best wishes to 
members of the diocesan family and 
again I wish to thank you and the 
Council for your wonderful gift.

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Oslo Sets the Pace

“For thousands of young people, 
the Olso Conference will result in an 
increased consciousness of the need 
for constructive and prayerful action 
towards uniting the Church. It will 
give youth throughout the world a 

ed conception of the ecu- 
menical Church and of the Christian 
responsibility of our generation.’’ So 
Bill Stringfellow, Episcopal Church 
delegate from Northampton, Mass., 
commented on his Oslo experience 
on his recent return to the United 
States. 

With four other official Episco- 
pal Church delegates, David Thayer 
of California, Joned Billings of Mis- 
souri, George Hook and Betty Street 
of Ohio, Mr. Stringfellow subscribed 
to the summarizing statement issued 
by the Conference at the closing 
plenary session. It struck a note of 
thanksgiving to God that Christian 
young people all over the world were 
able to assemble together so soon 
after the war; it expressed the com- 
mon conference feeling of a sense 
of oneness on the part of all Chris- 
tian youth in attendance; it singled 
out a common feeling of our personal 


’ sin as Christians; it stressed the need 


for both a more complete dependence 
of all Christians on the Bible as our 
common guide and for the accep- 
tance of Jesus Christ as the Lord of 
Life on the part of all Christian 
young people. This statement pre- 


ceded a lengthy report on the find- 
ings of the conference seminar 


ps. 

At Olso, approximately 1,500 
young people from 70 countries as- 
sembled for nine days for an experi- 
ence of worship, Bible study and 
discussion of some of the problems 
confronting young people. Sixteen 
German delegates were present, al- 
though representatives of Japan were 
unable to obtain required govern- 
ment exit permits. The Japanese 
group, however, sent a service of 
worship to the conference which was 
used at one of the sessions. Pax Ro- 
mana, the international (Roman) 
Catholic student federation, sent four 
lay people and two priests as ob- 
servers. 

For all the delegates, the high 
point of the conference worship came 
on Sunday morning when all the 
delegates, with a few exceptions, re- 
ceived Communion at a Norwegian 
Lutheran service of Holy Communion 
at the Cathedral Church. Another 
rich worship service experience was 
the Greek Orthodox service and the 
Opening service at which Bishop 
Berggrav preached the sermon. Sig- 
nificant, also, was the closing service 
in Holy Trinity Lutheran Church 
when Alex Johnson, young Norwe- 
gian General Chairman of the con- 
ference, pointed out that, in a sense, 
the Olso Conference was just the be-

ginning since every young person was 
expected to go forward to carry on 
in Christ’s name the work of estab- 
lishing a truly ecumenical Church. 
At this service, a portion of the offer- 
ing was devoted to underwriting the 
expenses of hospitalizing one of the 
German delegates, who was discov- 
ered to have developed tuberculosis 
as a result of war-time malnutrition. 


At the joint sessions held each 
morning, principal speakers included 
Dr. W. A. Visser *t Hooft of the 
World Council of Churches, who 
told about carrying on the work be- 
gun at the Amsterdam Conference; 
the Rev. D. T. Niles of Ceylon who 
pointed out the work of Jesus Christ 
in history; Mlle. Madeleine Barot, 
General Secretary of CIMADE, the 
Protestant French Evangelical Youth 
Organization, who related the expe- 
riences of French Christian youth 
during the war in confronting prob- 
lems of moral chaos; Professor Kirt- 
ley F. Mather of Harvard University, 
who explained the relationship be- 
tween religion ‘and self-sufficient 
modern science; Professor Reinhold 
Niebuhr of Union Theological Semi- 
nary, who tried to show God's de- 
sign in the world’s disorder; Mr. Li 
Chu Wen, who pointed out the over- 
all strategy for a world Church, and 
the Rev. Martin Niemoeller of Ger- 
many, who preached on the theme 
Jesus Christ Is Lord. Using these 
addresses as a basis for discussion, 
each afternoon the members of the 
conference divided into 33 discussion 
groups, each composed of 25 or more 
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young people. These groups studied 
the nine main issues before the con- 
ference: (1) Freedom and World 
Order; (2) The Christian Responsi- 
bility in a Secular Environment; (3) 
World Order; (4) Man and His In- 
ventions; (5) The Family in the 
Community; (6) The Christian Con- 
gregation in Its Life in the Local 
Community; (7) Education in the 
Modern World; (8) The Christian 
Faces the Situation of the Jew; (9) 
The Church Faces the World. The 
findings of these conference groups 
will be included in detail in the 
final conference reports. 

At the beginning of each day all 
the groups met for periods of Bible 
study centered around the conference 
theme, Jesus Christ Is Lord. Despite 
varying interpretations and ap- 
proaches to the study of the Scripture, 
the Bible study succeeded in provid- 
ing a common basis of understand- 
ing and in pointing up the funda- 
mentals of the Christian faith. 

The findings of the Olso Confer- 
ence is suggested by the National 
Youth Commission as one of the 
major emphases of PLAN!, the pro- 
gtam and emphases of the United 
Movement of the Church's Youth 
for 1947-48. A preliminary report 
of the conference will be available 
from the Division of Youth soon. 
A little later in the fall the complete 
official report will be available. Youth 
groups desiring to study in detail any 
of the findings of the seminar groups 
will be able to procure study outlines 
from the Division of Youth later in 
the year.

Memorial Chapel for 
St. Margaret's 


The time has come for Saint Mar- 
garet’s House to plan for a new cha- 
pel. The one now being used is 
inconveniently located, subject té in- 
terruption by the uncontrollable 
noises of telephone and door bells. 
It is entirely lacking of a sacristy 
from which to serve the Altar for 
the weekly services of Holy Com- 
munion. And finally, it provides for 
a congregation of twelve in a house- 
hold of twenty-six. 

This inadequacy is not newly real- 
ized. Various plans have been con- 
sidered in the past. All included 
building. As long as the indebtedness 
continued it did not seem wise to 
contemplate undertaking the addi- 
tional expense. Now the debt is prac- 
tically liquidated —there remains 
only $500 to be paid. We can under- 
take the provision of a place which 
shall be the heart of the training for 
work in the Church of God by being 
the heart of our life together as His 
children and disciples of His Son, 
our Lord. 

In the thirty-eight years since the 
founding of Saint Margaret’s House, 
there have been many friends who 
have given of their time and thought 
and substance. Some of these friends 
are no longer here on earth. We 
would remember their loyalty and 
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help, we would build into the lives 
of our students the beauty of their 
lives. Our chapel, therefore, shall be 
a Memorial Chapel. 

The chancel of this Memorial 
Chapel will be dedicated in memory 
of Mrs. Harry M. Sherman, a most 
valued friend. Mrs. Sherman assisted 
Saint Margaret's House during her 
service as chairman of the House of 
Churchwomen. Later she served on 
the board of trustees and during try- 
ing years she was chairman of the 
executive committee of the board. It 
is with affection that the board now 
plans this fitting memorial to her. 


C.D.S.P. Notes 


One of the most popular speakers 
in the Diocese during the past year 
has been the Rev. Wu Shenge Te.

tulant in the Episcopal Church. Dur- 
ing the ‘summer, he was a delegate to 
the great Interseminary Conference 
at Miami University, Oxford, Ohio.

for clergy and lay retreats, planning 
conferences and quiet days, student 
and youth week-end conferences, 
parish and diocesan training confer- 
ences, Woman's Auxiliary Confer- 
ences and retreats, family confer- 
ences, and summer youth conferences. 
“Rest” accommodations will also be 
developed on a non-profit basis. 

The ranch house will have to be 
equipped and the long houses recon- 
ditioned. Ultimately a larger dining 
room and a chapel must be provided. 
At present 60 people could be housed 
in the ranch house with simple equip- 
ment. A long term planning commis- 
sion for the maximum development 
of the property will be set up soon. 
The diocese will take possession as of 
December 15.

Mrs. Harry M. Sherman whose 
death after a long illness was recorded 
in the last number of The PACIFIC 
CHURCHMAN was for a full genera- 
tion a notable figure in the life of the 
diocese. She came of a devoted 
Church family — from the very be- 
ginning of its history one of the main- 
stays of St. John’s Church, Ross. In 
San Francisco she brought to Trinity 
Parish and, through her service there, 
to the diocese and Church the same 
devotion. 


In 1919 she was chosen President 
of the House of Churchwomen, at 
that time the most influential position 
Open to women in the diocese, and 
shortly after completing the six year 
term of that office, became in 1927 
President of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
for another six year term. She served 
for five years as Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Board of 
St. Margaret’s House. She was a mem- 
ber of many diocesan committees, 
represented the Auxiliary at the Tri- 
ennial, and was called on by innumer- 
able Church and civic interests.

She was one of those persons to 
whom Church and community inevit- 
ably turn. She had a balanced judg- 
ment and a clear and careful under- 
standing, the two qualities which 
together make wisdom. But her wis- 
dom meant far more than mere judi- 
cious comment. She had a persuasive 
power which helped to “get things 
done.” She had a broad vision, very 
forward-looking. She was not satis- 
fied for example with the position 
which the House of Churchwomen 
and the Woman’s Auxiliary gave to 
women. She believed they should 
have equal place with men in the 
councils of the Church, be in conven- 
tion and on vestries. She looked out 
upon the social problems of the 
troubled world and accepted whole- 
heartedly the implications of her 
Christian faith; implications for in- 
dustry, for race tensions, for freedom, 
for international relations; implica- 
tions which many Christians still fail 
to see. 

But it was in the richness of her 
Christian character that her chief in- 
fluence lay. Her faith was vital. Her 
life centered in a deep and real devo- 
tion. It added something indefinable 
to the distinction and beauty of her 
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person. No one who remembers her 
presiding at the House of Church- 
women can forget her quiet dignity, 
a dignity which seemed sometimes to 
lift her a little out of our common- 
place everyday life. She might have 
come from some royal court of long 
ago, a great lady—which indeed she 
was. But a humble Christian, too, 
with the humility of her Master. Her 
heart overflowed with that deep love 
which “vaunteth not itself, is not 
puffed up, seeketh not its own.” She 
knew the limitations of human judg- 
ments, the handicaps of human 
frailty! She was not concerned to 
have her own way. She was concerned 
that God’s will should be done and 
his love abound. We to whom her 
friendship over many years has been 
a treasured possession, can best put 
our thought of her in these noble 
words of the Prayer Book: She was 
one of those “Who have been choice 
vessels of God's grace and the lights 
of the world in their several genera- 
tions.” 

The Trustees of St. Margaret's 
House have just announced that they 
are planning to build the much- 
needed chapel. It will be a memorial 
building, and most fittingly, the chan- 
cel will be in memory of Mrs. Sher- 
man.

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St. Andrew's, Oakland, 
Buys New Site 


On Friday evening, Oct. 3, Bishop 
Block was the guest of honor at a 
tally dinner held in the Parish Hall 
of St. Andrew's Church, Oakland. 
The occasion was the launching of a 
drive for funds to erect a new Church 
on property which has been acquired 
in the Oak Knoll district, the newest 
and fastest growing section of Oak- 
land (according to the Rev. F. Philip 
Dignam, Rector of St. Andrews). 
The Rev. Francis P. Foote, Rector of 
St. Paul’s, Burlingame, expressed the 
congratulations of the Department of 
Promotion of the Diocese. The con- 
gregation responded to the Bishop's 
stirring appeal by pledging an amount 
sufficient to cover the payments on the 
property and to make possible the 
erection of the new plant in the near 
future. 


The property consists of seven lots 
at the corner of Mountain Boulevard 
and Keller Avenue. Formerly it was 
the site of the Oak Knoll Riding 
Academy, in which Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard H. Ball of St. Andrew’s con- 
ducted a Church School. When the 
riding academy was razed to make 
way for two hundred new homes, Mr. 
Phil Heraty, owner of the property, 
was persuaded to sell St. Andrew's 
enough for a Church site. The lot, 
which has frontages on three streets, 
has been seen by Mr. Arnold Con- 
stable, consulting architect of the Dio- 
cese, who expressed pleasure at its 
ideal situation. 
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The initial payment on the land 
was made possible by the gift of Mr. 
Arthur D. King, a member of St. 
Matthew’s, San Mateo, who owns 
land in the Oak Knoll area and is 
interested in seeing the Church estab- 
lished in this section of Oakland. 

The Building Committee, which re- 
ported to the congregation at -the 
rally dinner, consists of: Mr. Clarence 
Burr, Chairman, Mr. Henry Oliphant, 
Mr. Frank R. Walrath, Mr. David 
Woodward, and Mr. Jack E. Paul. In 
keeping with the missionary theme 
of the evening, the proceeds of the 
dinner were used to purchase an 
organ for Bishop Roberts of Shang- 
hai. 


Rev. Richard Coombs 
Goes to New York 


The Rev. Richard Coombs curate 
at St. Paul’s, Burlingame has sub- 
mitted his resignation effective No- 
vember 15, in order to become senior 
curate at the Church of the Heavenly 
Rest, New York City. In his new 
assignment Mr. Coombs will have 
special responsibility in connection 
with educational and youth work.

A full schedule of services 
has been launched. 
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New Mission Organized 
In San Carlos 


The first step in the establishment 
of an Episcopal Mission in San Carlos 
was made by Bishop Block on Octo- 
ber 21, 1946, when he purchased a 
house at 1308 Rosewood Avenue, San 
Carlos. Some money from the Recon- 
struction and Advance Fund was 
available and was used for this pur- 
chase. The use of the Rosewood Ave- 
nue house was made available to the 
Reverend Fordyce E. Eastburn who 
came in January, 1947, to be Asso- 
ciate Rector of St. Peter’s Church, 
Redwood City, and to develop the 
work in San Carlos. On June 18, 1947 
the Bishop and Council authorized 
the Bishop to purchase property in 
San Carlos for a site for the future 
Church building and parish house. 
This project was completed on Aug- 
ust 15th by obtaining title to three 
lots at Cedar, Arroyo and Orange 
Streets in San Carlos. On September 
25, 1947, after conference with mem- 
bers of ‘the Bishop and Council the 
Vestry of St. Peters’ Church, Red- 
wood City, released Mr. Eastburn 
from his duties at St. Peter’s Church 
so that services might be started in 
San Carlos. The first service was held 
Sunday, October Sth, in the Com- 
munity Church of San Carlos and the 
first meeting of the young people oc- 
curred that night. | 

-The'Bishop and Council, at a meet- 
ing on October 3rd authorized the 


éstablishment of an independent Dio- 


cesan Mission in San Carlos on Octo- 
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ber 12, 1947, subject to the concur- 
rence of the Rector and Vestry of St. 
Peters’ Church, Redwood City. This 
concurrence was given on October 
10th at the regular Vestry meeting. 
The first services in Laurel Hall, San 
Carlos were held Sunday, October 
12th with a family service at 8:30 
a.m. Church School classes wete held 
simultaneously and a total of seventy- 
four persons were present at that ser- 
vice. The organizational meeting was 
held Sunday night, October 12th, and 
thirty-five persons signed the petition. 

The following persons were chosen 
to serve on the Bishop’s Committee: 
Mrs. W..P. Grover, Mrs. H. H. Paul- 
ing, Mrs. S. A. Erickson, Mrs. E. J. 
Rosenauer, Mrs. H. A. Nuding, Mr 
O. O. Britton, Mr. H. H. Pauling, 
Mr. E. S. Thomas, Mr. Newton Swift 
and Mr. L. C. Cadwalder. Mr. East- 
burn acting for the Bishop appointed 
Mr. Britton as warden; Mr. Swift, 
clerk; and Mr. H. H. Pauling, treas- 
urer. 

A Confirmation class of eleven per- 
sons is under way. Approximately 
$4,000 has been pledged toward the 
1948 budget of $5,000. : 


Guild of the Holy Faith 
Book Notes 


In the winter of 1945 the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury invited Dom 
Gregory Dix “to convene a group of 
Anglicans of the “Catholic” school of 
thought to examine the causes of the 
deadlock which occurs in discussion 
between Catholics and Protestants and 
to consider whether any synthesis be- 
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tween Catholicism and Protestantism 
is possible. The committee undertook 
to determine the underlying causes of 
the contrast or conflict, the funda- 
mental points of doctrine at which the 
contrast or conflict crystalizes, and 
whether a synthesis is possible or a 
co-existence within one ecclesiastical 
body, and under what conditions. The 
committee’s report was presented this 
year and is now available, with the 
title Catholicity; A Study in the Con- 
flict of Christian Traditions in the 
West. It is an outstanding contribu- 
tion to the study of the problems of 
unity with which the entire Church 
is so much concerned. 

The first point made in the report 
is that ‘the word ‘Protestant’ covers 
more than a single field of Christian 
thought and practice.” A distinction 
is drawn between the traditional 
Protestantism of the Reformation and 
“the liberalized Protestantism, whose 
roots are more in the Renaissance . . . 
and whose characteristics are very dif- 
ferent from those of Protestantism in 
the proper sense.” With this in mind 
the committee feels that the real prob- 
lem is a tripartite one: ‘not ‘Catholic 
and Protestant,’ but ‘Catholic, Protes- 
tant and Liberal.’ ”’ 

The study itself is presented in 
three main divisions: a consideration 
of the primitive unity of the Church 
—a many-sided wholeness which “‘in- 
cluded the many varieties of function, 
practice, and theological emphasis 
which appear in the apostolic age’; 
then the successive schisms which 
have shattered that unity and have in- 
creasingly narrowed the point of view 
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of the followers of one or another 
school of thought; and finally a dis- 
cussion of how unity may again be 
found. ‘There can be no synthesis 
between a broken half and the origi- 
nal whole, but only a renewed unity 
between the parts which have been 
falsified by separation.” The final 
unity which we all hope for ‘will in- 
clude something of all the patterns, 
not in their falsities and negations 
but in those elements of devotion and 
conviction, of dogma and discipline 
which they contain. As the strength 
of these traditions in their isolation 
has lain in their convictions, so the 
only motive that can truly unite them 
is a common conviction about the 
truth of the Gospel and the Church.” 
This report gives good ground for 
hope that such a motive is strong in 
Christendom. It is stirring reading.

Missionary Education Looks Up 


By THE Rev. A. RONALD MERRIX 


California’s pine-crested shore on 
the tip of the Monterey Peninsula, 
with its sweeping view of cypress, 
surf and sand, was visited by more 
than 355 persons at the time of the 
34th Annual Conference of the Mis- 
sionary Education Movement at 
Asilomar. They met from August 1 
to 6 to consider the theme, “World 
Evangelism,” appointed for study in 
1947-48, and to discuss the 256-page 
book, “Committed Unto Us,” under 
the leadership of its author, 
Willis Lamott. Fifty-four Episcopal 
Church men and women, including 
Bishop Sumner Walters of San Joa- 
quin, Professor Pierson Parker of the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific, 
Berkeley, and the Rev. Canon Max 
Warren, General Secretary of the 
Church Missionary Society, London, 
formed a strong delegation with rep- 
resentatives from the dioceses of Cali- 
fornia, Los Angeles and Massachu- 
setts and the missionary districts of 
Arizona and San Joaquin. Other de- 
nominational bodies which cooperate 
in producing the program material of 
the Missionary Education Movement 
were represented on the faculty or 
staff, the National Council officer 
being the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix. 

Following each morning's review 
of sections of the main text, fourteen 
discussion groups found ample ac- 
commodation in the conference 
grounds and buildings. Courses on 


methods for presenting missionary 
material to adults, young people and 


children’s groups were conducted by 
Mrs. R. W. Blosser, San Francisco, 
Mrs. Sumner Walters of Stockton, 
and Miss Winona P. Haines of Los 
Angeles. For ministers and lay lead- 
ers, an advanced course in Evangel- 
ism was taught by Dr. Hugh Vernon 
White, of Berkeley, California. 
Afternoon and evening sessions 
were made the more interesting by 
the presence and participation of a 
number of missionaries with experi- 
ence of work in Africa, China, India, 
Japan, the Philippines, Siam, and 
other fields. Miss Elise Bexter, of 
Boston, told of her fifteen years’ 
service in the Diocese of Hankow. 
The modern ecumenical movement, 
with its great contribution to world 
relief and rehabilitation through ac- 
tivities of the World Council of 
Churches, and the vast outreaches of 
the International Missionary Council, 
were graphically described by a Bel- 
gian chaplain and missionary, Col. 
Robert E. Van Goethem, and Canon - 
Max Warren, both speakers having 
attended the Whitby meeting of the 
International Missionary Council. 
The message they brought was that 
in every time of crisis the Church is 
called by God to the two-fold task 
of inner revival and reformation. The 
former makes demands for a fresh

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Book Notes 


By the Faculty of the Church Divinity School of the Pacifie 
Edited by RANDOLPH CRUMP MILLER 


John Oxenham was one of the 
foremost novelists and poets of our 
time, deeply Christian and highly 
skilled. It is said that he has written 
the only great missionary hymn of 
modern times, ‘In Christ There Is 
No East or West.” A popular biog- 
raphy of several years ago was his 
daughter's “J. O.” and now Erica 
Oxenham has filled some of the gaps 
with her ScrAP-Book oF J.O. 
(Longmans, Green, $2.25), which is 
an informal treatment of some as- 
pects of the dual life of W. A. Dun- 
kerley-John Oxenham. This is a de- 
lightful book, full of the kind of tid- 
bits which warm the heart of the 
reader and give new insights into the 
soul of a great and humble man. His 
BEES IN AMBER has sold over 300,- 
000 copies, and no one will forget 
his THE HIDDEN YEARS, or his 
hymns. (R.C.M.) 

Rufus Jones, the noted Quaker 
leader and educator, has given us in 
THE LuMINOous TRAIL (Macmillan, 
$2) short biographical sketches of 
some of the great Christian saints, 
upon whose lives he himself has 
leaned through the years of his life. 
Included among them are Paul, John, 
Clement of Alexandria, Hugh of St. 
Victor, Francis of Assisi, Catherine 


of Sienna, Erasmus, William Law. 
Rufus Jones has gained deep, spir- 
itual insights into the unique gifts 
which each of the saints has received 
from God, and the reader can 
through Rufus Jones begin to enter 
into the wondrous fellowship of 
these men and wornen of God. 


The author of LIvINGsTONE’s 
LAST JOURNEY (Macmillan, $3.50), 
Reginald Coupland, has been the 
Beit Professor of Colonial History 
at Oxford since 1920. Our present 
generation knows of Livingstone only 
as a legend from the past. This book 
is therefore timely, and it is to be 
hoped that many will through it be- 
come familiar with one of the great- 
est of European “ambassadors of 
Christ’’ to Africa. The book is also 
of note in the light which it throws 
on the African slave trade. 


The book of Revelation continues 
to attract and repel Christian readers. 
Adam W. Burnet of Edinburgh re- 
veals what the book can mean to the 
preacher in THE LorD REIGNETH 
(Scribners, $2). It is a tract for bad 
times, and yet the heavenly legions 
are on the march, and the battle is 
pictured in symbolism which was 
familiar to those with a Babylonian 
heritage. God is high and lifted up 
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and ises men a glorious immor- 
tality. With this introduction, the 
author takes the reader on a guided 
tour through these chapters and re- 
veals a homiletical gold mine. 
Francis C. M.. Wei has written 
THE SPIRIT OF CHINESE CULTURE 
(Scribners, $2.75), and all who are 
interested and concerned with the 
work of the Christian. Church in the 
Far East will want to read it. It had 
its origin in the Hewett Lectures de- 
livered at the Andover-Newton Theo- 
logical School, the Episcopal Theo- 
logical School, and Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary.
